It was the o us of the Board that the adoption of a plausible 
cover story would obviate speculation in the minds of non-TALENT cleared 
consultants. Oe agreed that selected consultants should be given access 
to quality-degraded samples of TALENT photography and a asd that the material 
was aerial photography obtained through clandestine means.'

25X1C convened for the EE; ocscn might be granted TALENT clearances, thereby 
eliminating the need for a cover story. The Chairman asked that each member 
discuss the proposal with appropriate persons in his Agency a report their 
Views to the Board.
